We may alſo obſerve that the true 
Church may be known by her being 
chaſtened and ſcourged, for as the 
Writer to the Hebrews obſerveth, if 
we be not corrected we are Baſtards 
and not Sons ; and for this Reaſon ſhe 
hath been compared to the Moon for 
her various Wanings and Increafings. 
Thus the Primitive Chriſtian Church 
was born in the extremeſt Pangs and 
| Sorrows, and brought up in conftant 
Perſecutions and Telma and con- 
"yy ſcourged while there was any 

Hope of Amendment. But when 
the Church of Rome grew wicked and 
corrupt, we hear of no more Perſecu- 
tions amongſt them ; but they were 
abandoned and left to themſelves, 'as 
being incapable of God'sChaſtiſements 
and Corrections, being only reſerved 
to his Anger and Vengeance, and I 
Fray to their own eternal Ruin, . 
or 
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for the Froteſtant Churches abroad, 
we may obſerve of them as the Pro- 


phet did of Moab, that they have 
— long ſettled upon their Lees, 
and have not been poured off from 
Veſſel to Veſlel, ſo that their Sceyt 
and Flayour have remained and con- 
tinued: for we do not hear of any 
whole State or Nation amongſt them 
that hath been regularly perſecuted, 
and the Church and Polity for a-while 
utterly overturned and eclipſed. But 
the Engliſb Church, like be Primi- 


tive Mother, was alſo born in Sor- 


rows and Ruin: and about an hun- 


dred Years after Queen Mary's Per- 


ſecution ſhe was for a-while cools o- 


verturned and ruined by a new E- 


nemy that ſprung out of her own 
Bowels, to wit, the Preſbyterians 
and Secur ies, called. in the Goſpel 
Tares, and in the Revelation, the 
Court without the Tem ple. It is 
now very little above an Hundred

Ruin, even directly. 

Now if our Claims ate Juſt and 
reaſonable to ſo high an Honour and 
Diſtinction, and if this Church be 
the Work of God, nothing can ut- 
terly overturn and deſtroy it. Be- 
fides theſe open Attempts abovemen- 
tioned, ſhe hath been in equal Dan- 
80 as to her Conſtitution and Polity, 
from ſecret Enemies and falſe Bre- 
thren, ſet on and encouraged by the 
Preſbyteriaus and Sectaries after their 
Reign and Tyranny came to an End. 
At firſt they deſired only a Reforma- 
tion of ſome — Words and 
Phraſes in the Liturgy, which the 
Church condeſcended to gratify them 
in after the Reſtoration; at the ſame 
Time ſolemnly proteſting, that what 
{he did was not out of any Neceſſity,

But now lately 


they boldly. demanded a general Re- 
formation of the main Body and Sub- 
ſtance of the Liturgy; which the 
Church with great Wiſdom hath ne- 


ver yet conſented to, but on the con- 


trary ved it not only in all its 
Eſſentials, butts chiefeſt Materials, 


Frame hd Order : for otherwiſe there 
would be no End of reforming, and 


they would go on till by a continual 


Rotation they would at laſt bring 
the Church into the Conventicle. In 
this Attempt they have alſo failed: ſo 


that when we are thus defended and 


preſerved in ſuch dangerous and ct̃itical 


Situations, we need no longer heſitate 
to imagine and believe that this excel- 


lent Conſtitution of our Church is 
God's own immediate Creation; and 


cocthighs] it beareth ſo eminently and

conſpicuouſly the divine Image and 
Superſcription,. that it is impoſſible to 
be miſtaken in its Value. As for o- 
ther Matters touching this Claim T 
refer the Reader to the following 
Work, the chief Buſineſs of which 
is to ſettle and eſtabliſhit ; and in 
which he will find that this laſt Per- 
ſecution, the Church of England is 
now about ſpeedily to ſuffer, will 
not be for her Ruin, but only to 
take out of her all Things that of- 
fend; and then will ſhe come out of 
this Furnace of Affliction like Gold;

lity, haſten as it were and draw on

theſe Evils upon us. Wherefore let 
us take the good Biſhop's Advice, 
and look that we be not found in the 
outward Court, but Worſhippers in 
the Temple and before the Altar:

and Reprobation of all falſe Pretenders to it. See 
Ch. 11. where there is a more particular View of 


theſe Things. For I am afraid that in Truth 
all Parties generally (as to their Perſons and 


Fortunes,) will be equally expoſed in theſe 
"Times ; though no doubt all great and good 
Men, even of all Denominations, will greatly 

; merit 
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ſay they ſhall not hurt, ſo as to de- 
ſtroy their Power and their Faith, but 
only torment them for a Time, Ch. 
Xi. v. 71 3. called three Days and 
a half; but the unfincere Chriſtians 
(called the Court without the Tem- 
ple, Rev. xi.

merit the Care and Protection of Providence: 
for the Scriptures ſpeak largely of the Prin- 
ciples and Opinions of Men, and nor of 
their Perſons; and ſhew that all Falſe Doc- 
_ trine, like Wood, Hay, and Stubble will petiſh 
and conſume in this fiery Trial, while the true 
Faith like Gold will abide it, and come out of 
it pure and without Loſs of Weight, and more 
reſined and glittering, 
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Puniſhment, to relinquiſh their Faith, 
and conform to theſe Locuſts and 
their King Apollyon, until the Time 
be out, (for there is * an appointed 
Time ;) but they ſhall not be ad- 
mitted to do ſo. Thus agreeable to 
the Prophet E/dras, Thoſe that con- 
ſent unto them ſhall be had in Deri- 
ſion and in Reproach, and trodden 
under Foot, &c.

Hearts ſhall not reproach them 16 
long as the World endureth ; for 
Wickedneſs cannot overcome Wiſ⸗ 
dom, the Law periſheth not.

Behold I will ſtir up the 
Medes againſt thee, which ſhall. not 
regard Silver, &c. And Babel, the 
Glory of Kingdoms, the Beauty and 
Pride of the Cha/deans, ſhall be as the 
Deſtruction of God in Sodom and 
Gomorrha. Ila. xiii. 17. 19. oo 
alſo Ch. xxxiv, 

Again, to return back to Kay 
we find the Prophet remarkably de- 
nounceth the ſame Judgment againſt

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in almoſt the very ſame Words': and 
Edqm is Eſau, and Eſau is the Papal 
Church. Thus Jeremiah concerning 
Babel, Ch. 1. 44, &c. Behold he 
ſhall come up like a Lion from the 
Swelling of Jordan unto the ſtrong 
Habitarion' for I will make T/rael 
to reſt, and I will make them to 
haſte away from her; and who is a 
choſen Man that I may appoint a- 
gainſt her? for who is like me, 
and who will appoint me the Time?

In Thee our Fathers truſt- 
ed, and Thou didſt deliver them, &c. (the 
Jeus.) But Iam a Worm, and no Man, the 
Reproach of Men, and the Contempt of the 
People. All they that ſee me laugh me to 
Scorn, they ſhoot out their Lips, and ſhake 
their Heads, ſaying, He truſted in the Lord, 
let him deliver him, ſeeing he delighteth in 
him. But Thou didſt take me out of the 
Womb : Thou gaveſt me Hope, even at my 
Mother's Breaſts. Be not far from me, be- 
cauſe Trouble is near ; for there 1s no 
Helper, (none to comfort me. Lam. ili. 57.) 
Many Bullocks have compaſſed me about, 
mighty Bulls of Baſhan have invironed me, 
(my ſtrong Enemy, See P/. xviii. 49.) They 
gape upon me with their Mouths as a ramping 
and roaring Lion, (See Joel, i. and ii.) I am 
poured out like Water, and all my Bones are 
out of Joint: my Heart is like Wax, it is 
melted in the- midſt of my Bowels. My 
Strength is dried up like a Potſheard, and my 
Tongue cleaveth to my Jaws; and thou 
haſt brought me to the Duſt of Death.

And he will not keep alive the Soul of 
the Wicked, as the Chaldee ſaith, ver. 30.

F nee if Chriſt in his Death and 
Sufferings be a Figure of his Church, as the 
Prophets ſhew, the Spiritual Body at his Se- 
cond Coming muſt be treated in like Manner 
as he was before ſhe enter into her Glory: 
all her Bones muſt be out of Joint, &c. But 
this we are ſure of from the Prophets, that 
God will not leave her Soul in the Houſe

Xvi. 10. Fob. xii. 21. &c. and xv. 20, &c. 
and xviii. Ja. xiv. 9, &c. and xxiv. and 
xxv.) For he ſeeth the Wiſe do die, the un- 
conſtant Fool and Brutiſh do periſh together, 
and 
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and leave to others their wealthy Power: 
(And thus the Chaldee, For he ſhall ſee wick- 
ed Wiſe Men that die the ſecond Death, and 
are adjudged to Gebenna. This ſecond 
Death is a ſpiritual Death, called a Lake 
of Fire, &c. Rev. xix. and 20. and xx, 
6, &c.) $ 
V. 11. They vainly think that their 
Houſes ſhall be for ever, &c. they proclaim 
their Names on Lands. (They ſay, We are 
they that ought to ſpeak, &c. P/. xii. 4. and 
41.) But Man in Honour (having no Un- 
derſtanding, ver. 20.) doth not long con- 
tinue: he is like to the Beaſts that periſh. 
(The Chaldee thus, The Son of Man, a Sin- 
ner, abideth not in Honour.) This their 
Way is their Folly, and their Poſterity de- 
light in it, and follow their Precepts. (They 
repented not. Rev. xvi. v. 10, 11.) The 
Chaldee thus, This their Way occafioneth 
Folly to them, and in their End with their 
Mouth they ſhall manifeſt their Sins to the 
World that is to come, (the Ele& Church 
of Chriſt, England. See Wiſd. ii. and iii. and 
iv. Pf. xli.) As Sheep they are put in Hell, 
Death ſhall feed on them, and Righteous 
Men ſhall have Rule over them in the 
Morning, and their Form (the Sinners, ) 
ſhall wear away in Hell from his Dwelling 
Place. Thus the Chaldee, like Sheep they 
put the Juſt to Death and kill them, and 
cruſh the Saints, (for a ſhort Time. Rev. xi. 
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7, &c.) Therefore their Bodies (the Sinners,) 
ſhall wax old in Gehenna, (in Baniſhment 
from God's Holy Preſence, becauſe they 
ſtretched out their Hand, and deſtroyed the 
Dwelling Place of his divine Majeſty, (the 
Ele& Church and Kingdom of Chriit, Eng- 
land. Iſa. Ixvi. 5, &c. Ezek. xxviii. and 
xxxiii. and xxxvi. and xxxix. P/. x.) 

V. 15. But God will redeem my Soul 
from the Hand of Hell, for he will receive 
me, (the Righteous, ver. 14. ſhall inherit 
the Land. Pſ. x. 16. and 37. See Ho. xiii. 
14. Job xii. Pſ. xvi. 10.) 

V. 16, &c. Fear thou not when a Man 
ſhall grow rich, when the Glory of his 
Houſe ſhall be multiplied, (Papal Rome:) for 
he ſhall carry nothing away with him when 
he dieth, &c. P/. ix. and x, and xxxvii. and 
18. Luke xli. 19. and 16. xix. &c. Fob 
xvili. and 29. and xxi. and 27.

I Think it here neceſſary, concerning the 
following Speculations, to inform my 
Reader, that I have been a little free in my 
Thoughts on theſe Six Merchants ; and per- 
haps ſome of them may think. themſelves ill 
uſed, and ſay I have done this out of Envy 
or Ignorance, &c. But let all ſuch Gentle- 
men think what they pleaſe: I hate no 
Man, or Society of Men, but rather in Love 
chuſe through this dark Perſpective Glaſs to 
ſhew them their Errors, that they may learn 
Wiſdom, and not go aſtray, &c. See Wiſd. 
vi. 9. &c. Judge nothing before the Time, 
&c. The World is yet in the re, and they 
know it not, 
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I muſt confeſs my Sentiments are dark, 
and perhaps quite new to moſt learned Men 
in theſe Days, and they are the more ſo be- 
cauſe of their Brevity; but the Time may 
come when I ſhall ſhew. them a clearer and 
fuller Proſpect of God's Holy Temple, built 
from the Ground and Foundation on its ſeven 
Pillars. See 2 Eid. x. v. 27, 55. and vi. 38, 
&c. Rev. ii. and iii. Gen. i. And there is a 
Time for all things. 

In the mean Time let every Man, or 
Community of Men, make the beſt Uſe they 
can of theſe Secrets, and not raſhly explode 
or contemn what they cannot underſtand. 
There is nothing hidden that ſhall not be 
uncovered, &c. Matth. x: 26. And we 
ſhall ſee Eye to Eye when the Lord ſhall 
bring again Sion. See Iſa. Iii. 8. and Iv. II, 
&c. Pſ. xlviii. and xviii. and exlviii, and cxlix. 
My Reader may alſo underſtand (if he 
can receive it,) this grand Secret, viz. My 
Belief is this, that the Churchof God, created 
from the Beginning, is compoſed of three 
grand Diviſions, four Generations, and Seven 
Churches, which are myſteriouſly called 
Heavens: They are alſo called the Church 
of Epheſus, the Church of Smyrna, &c. Rev. 
ii. and iii. Theſe Churches are alſo ſignified 
and deſcribed by the ſeven Candleſticks, Ex. 
xxv. 3 1. and by the ſeven Pillars, &c. Prov. 
ix. 1. They are alſo myſteriouſly created of 
God in fix Days, that is, ſix Thouſand Years, 


(one 
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(one Day is with the Lord as a Thouſand 
Years, &c. 2 Pet. iii. 8.) the ſeventh Church 
being God's Holy Reſt. Gen. i. and ii. 2 Eid. 
vi. 3. And he gave us his Sabbaths for a Sign 
of all this Grace and Glory, Exod. xxxi. 12. 
&c. Ezek. xx. 12. and the Manna for a Sign. 
Exod. xvi. 23. See Ja. xl. and xli. and Ixv. 
17, and Ixiv. 7. and Ix. and xxxv. Lev. xvi? 

Note, The three grand Diviſions of the 
Church are thus to be underſtood ; one be- 
fore the Law, one under the Law, and one 
under the Goſpel: And the four Genera- 
tions; one before the Law, one under the 
Law, and two under the Goſpel. Theſe 
are the four Cherubims, and they are alſo 
called the four Rivers of Paradice, Gen. ii. 8, 
&c. Exel. i. and x.

The firſt then of theſe Families, or Com- 
pany of Merchants, were formerly called Ca- 
tholicks ; for they were made out. of the 
Mercy-ſeat, and born of the Free-woman, 
on the fifth Day, with the Lord, Gen. i. 20, 
&c. For on the fifth Day God faid, Let 
the Waters bring forth, -&c. (The Sea is 
his, &c. Pſ. xcv. 2 Eſd. vi. 47, &c.) So 
they are called the Church of Sardis, Rev. 
iii. 1, &c. and the Daughter of Tyrus, &c. 
H.. xlv. 13, &c. See Gal. iii. and iv. Hai. 
liv. They were then very pure, and wore 
a neat clean Garment, of one Piece and 
one Colour, as the primitive Chriſtians 
uſed to do, and were perfect in their Ways, 
&c. Exeł. xxviii. 15, &c. But in alittle 
Time after, for the Sake of a Meſs of Pot- 
tage, they fell away from the Grace of God, 
as did Eſau, Heb. xii, 15. They added 
Drunkenneſs to Thirſt, Dent. xxix. 19. 
They ſold their Birthright, changed their 
Name, threw off their Coat, - forbid their 
Prieſts 'to marry, &c. 1 Tim. iv. 3. turned 
Rebels to their Princes, and Tyrants to their 
* : poor 
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poor Brethren, the Houſe of Jacob, and ſet 
up a King over them, whoſe Name 18 
Abaddon-; and to him is given the Key of the 
Bottomleſs Pit, Rev. ix. v. 1.—1 1. and 17, 
8, &c. And he roſe up out of the Sea, &c. 
Rev, xiii, and xvii. and xviii. He is the 
Legs, Feet and Toes of the Image, &c. 
Dan. ii. 33. And being the laſt Power of 
Antichriſt, he repreſenteth the whole, or any 
Part of the Body. He is the fourth Beaſt, 
Dan, vii. 7, and is called the Eagle, 2 Eſd. 
xi, 39, and xii. and he hath the Jaws of a 
great Lion, &c. Joel i. and ii. See ,. 
xXxii. and he is hated of God, Mal. i. 1, &c. 
Their Wiſdom is departed from them, and 
they are dead, Rev. iii. 1, &c. Jer. xlix. 7, 
Kc. Pſ. XXiv. and xii. and xiv. He is fallen 
from Heaven, &c. Vai. xiv. 12, &c. 80 
that now, and of a long Time, they have 
been called Papiſts. They are great Mer- 
chants in Iniquity, and are grown rich, fat, 
and powerful. See James v. Job xxi. 7. 
Deut. xxxii. 4, &c. Ezek. xxviii. Iſai. ii. 1 2. 
They now wear a Coat of many Co- 
lours of their own making, quite diffe- 
rent from the former. It is patched and 
painted, and embroidered with -Gold and 
Silver, and is of a monſtrous Size and 
Shape.

Under this Garment they conceal. their Im- 
plements of Huſbandry, and various Kinds 
of Merchandiſe : for they are great Far- 
mers, as well as Merchants and Mariners.

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The Fort of Tyrus is their chief Haven for 
Ships and Merchandiſe, and their Prince is 
called the King of 'Tyrus, Ezek. xxvi. and 
xXviit. and the rich Man and the cruel Man, 
and the Hypocrite, and the Fool, and the 
wicked Man and the Tyrant, and the Man 
of Sin, and the Behemoth, &c.

There i is alſo another Family of Merchants 
in this Kingdom. This is a younger Branch: 
they ſpring from one Calvin, a Foreigner, a mere 
Pretender to Truth 1 Reformation, a e 
indeed 

Theſe are called Preſbyterians, Diſſenters, 
Puritans, &c. They ſtrain at a Gnat, and

ſwallow a Camel, and are governed by Lay- 
Elders. They love one another, and trade one 
with another lovingly. Theſe Separatiſts or 
Diſſenting Brethren, wear a Coat of their own 
making: it is entirely new-faſhioned, for they 
are Proteſtants indeed ! It hath neither Make 
nor Shape; it is both over ſhort and over ſcanty, 
and very badly put together : the Garments of 
Holineſs they hate, ſo they are not created in 
the Image of God, Gen. i. 26. The Staff of 
their Kingdom was by a divine Hand taken 
from them- not .long ago; their Covenant of 
Strength was broken to Pieces, and crum- 
bled. into Duſt : their great Protector died in his 
proud Attempt, and with him all his Power, 
The Lion's Voice made the Wolves to tremble ; 
and all the unclean Beaſts fled into the Woods 
and Deſerts. The Committee of Safety, with 
their Brethren and holy Servants, wiſely laid 
down their Arms at the Palace Gate, and re- 
tired into Dens and Caves of the Earth. They 
called to the Rocks to fall upon them, and to 
the Hills to cover them from the Face of him 
that ſat on the Throne, and from the Wrath of 
the Lion. The cruel Regicides, that had eſcaped 
the Jaws of Death, were terribly affrighted at 
the royal Proclamation, and the glittering 
Sword that hanged over their Heads, Some of 
them ſought for Shelter under the Wings of 
the Dove. others of à more timorous Nature, 
being conſcious of their own Cruelty and Wie- 
kedneſs, put on Eagles Wings and fled. Some 
of them, mounted upon wooden Horſes, com- 
— mitted 
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mitted themſelves to the Mercy of the Winds 
and Waves ; and ſo eſcaping the Mouth of the 
Lion, they fe'l into the Paws of the Bear. But 
let us purſue theſe falſe Prophets no further at 
preſent, fince the Word of God hath faid, Let 
them alone, &c. Mat. xiii. 29, &c. and xv. 

The juſt King now ſeated on his Throne, and 
the holy Order of Prieſthood re-eſtabliſhed, and 
the Laws of the Land ſettled, the holy Moun- 
tain of God began to flouriſh, and the Trees of 
the Field gave their Fruit, as in old Time. 
The Saints did weep to ſee their ghoſtly Fathers 
turned out of Paradice, and made naked. 
Naked, did I ſay ? they were that before; for 
they entered not in by the Door, John x. 1, &c. 

Theſe Tares and falſe Prophets, and Wolves, 
as they are · called, have more than once de- 
ſired an Union and Friendſhip with England, 
and have obtained it in ſome Sort. But this 
doth not pleaſe them: they want the civil 
Power, that they may more eaſily obtain the 

ecclefiaſtick, and ſit again as Kings and Coun- 
ſellors, lording it over the pure Wheat. Mat. 
xili. v. 8.— 23. To this End they now begin 
to ſue for Peace, and humbly pray, that Eng- 
land in her great Wiſdom will once more con- 
deſcend to their Requeſt, and give them Life; 
Life ſpiritual and temporal, immortal Glory. 
And this is what they aſk: A new Alliance, 
and a nearer Union ; and Union of Hearts and 
Minds, a laſting Peace, a Condeſcenſion to their 
Form of Worſhip, (if ſo it may be called) or 
to a Moderation juſt and pure, what they call 
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pure. and holy, but what 1s that ? Truly, this 
artfol Submiſſion, and theſe new Terms of 
Peace, in my humble Opinion, will never be 
ſubmitted to, or the leaſt Condeſcenſion made 
to their Requeſt, by ſo great and wiſe a King 
as George the Second, or his Counſellors and the 
Judges of England.

They love Silence; and, as ſome 
ſay, they eat and drink in Silence, (the Holy 
Euchariſt,) and walk as the Spirit directeth 
them, whether maſculine or feminine. They 
have alſo a Familiar Spirit, an inviſible Spirit, 
which giveth them inward Light; and by this 
Light they walk through Darkneſs, and in By- 
ways. They ſtumble at the Light of God's 
Holy Word and Spirit, and refuſe to pay 
Tribute to whom it is due. They love one 
another to ſupport their own Kingdom; but 
alas! their Love is like their under - Garment; 
They ſeparate themſelves from the Congrega- 
tion of the Juſt, (called the Holy People, &c. 
Dan, vii.) and think themſelves purer than the 
Children of Light; than thoſe whom God 
created in his own Image, and gave them Do- 
minion over all the Earth, and whatſoever 
walketh through the Paths of the Sea, (all Infi- 
delity and Hereſy. See Gen. i. 26. Rev. iii. v. 
7-=13. Bf. viii. 2 Eſd. vi. 53, 54. and xvi. 47. 
Dan. vii. 13.) | | 
- The Coat or outward Garment which they 
wear, is much like their inward, (of which” I 
ſpeak,) modeſt and plain; but it is ſcanty and 
without Form, and ſo very old faſhioned I do 
not know what to call it: however it ſticketh fo 
cloſe to their Bodies, they do not love to pull it 
off, for they are very proud of its Make and 
Shape. Theſe Sons of Jonadab are fo obedient 
to their Father's Precept, that they will not be 
perſuaded to drink pure Wine : they will not 
add-one Button to their Coat or to their Hat, as 
well 
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well knowing the evil Conſequences of a waver. 
ing Mind, and what Ruin and Deſtruction this 
Weakneſs and - Inſtability have brought upon 
many Nations and Kingdoms, greater and 
 mightier than themſelves. In Fact, theſe 
Rechabites are a wiſe and underſtanding People 
in this Particular; and ſet a good Example to 
other Nations. For if their Work will not 
abide the Fire, they are reſolved to relinquiſh it 
altogether, and to flee as a naked Man out of 
his Houſe, leaving all behind them to the 
Flames ; to give up all for Chriſt, who they 
think is able to build them a better Houſe. But 
as yet they ſee through a Glaſs darkly : ev 
Man's Work ſhall be made manifeſt, for the 
Day ſhall declare it, &c. See 1 Cor. iii. 9, &c. 
And behold, the Day cometh that ſhall burn 
as an Oven, &c. Mal. iv. 1, &c. He will make 
all his Enemies like a fiery Oven, &c. P/. xxi. 
8, &c. Matib. xxiv. and xxv. This Day will 
be better deſcribed in the fixth Family, or better 
underſtood : for whom God loveth he honour- 
eth with Majeſty, Power, and Glory, and 
giveth them Holy Garments fit to appear in be- 
fore his Holy Majeſty, Rev. iti. v. 7--13. For 
he will turn to the People a pure Language, A 
Zeph. iii. 9, &c. See Pſ. xxiv. and 48. 
But let me not wander from my honeſt 
Friend: for in the Concluſion I modeſtly think 
that theſe Lambs, fo full of Singularity and 
modeft Pride, have under atted their Part. 
The Spirit indeed is willing, but the Fleſh is 
weak; who lighteth a Candle, and * 
under 
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under a Buſhel, &c. Matth. v. 15, &c, I feat 
their Houſe is built upon the Sand. , ._. 

Yet again they ſay. with our Lord Chriſt, He 
that worſhippeth God muſt worſhip bicm in 
Spirit and in n Truth, &c. John iv. 23. A XIV. 
and xvi, They ſay well in ſome Senſe : but this 


was ſpoken in a more particular Manner to the 


Jeus and Samaritans, to call them to a more 
reaſonable Service, to a new Covenant and 
eycrlaſting Prieſthood, of which their Miniſtra- 
tion was only a Figure: the Truth ſhall make 
them free, for the Children of the Promiſe are 
counted for the Seed. Heb. vi. and vii. and 
viü. So Chriſt here calleth them to. caſt away 
the Yoke of Bondage under which they groan- 
ed, as well as the beggarly Rudiments of the 
World, and to become his Diſciples; who was 
now come in Perſon to aboliſh all the legal 
Types and Ceremonies, and to inſtitute his two 
Holy Sacraments of Faith and Water, and to 
eſtabliſh his Kingdom over all the World, and 
ſo open a Way into the Holy of all Holies. Heb. 
x. 20. And his Yoke is eaſy, and his Burden 
is light. Matth. v. and vi. and vii. Gal. iii. and 
ir. So the everlaſting Covenant which God 
made with Noah, and again with Abraham and 
his Seed, Gen. ix. and 15. and 17. is now re- 
eſtabliſhed, and God's Holy Oath ſhall be fulfill- 
ed in his due Time to his Elect People Hal. 
See Ja. liv, and 1x. and 35. 

But who are God's Elect People Irael, unto 


whom Dominion is given over al Sheep and

2 pretend, to be the true Sons of our holy 
> MW F 1 Mother, 
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Mother, the Church of England: and indeed 
they eat of her Bread, and drank of her Wine, 
and of her Milk, in their Infancy, and lay in 
her Boſom. But now being grown up, like 
profligate Children and prodigal Sons, they 
wander abroad in By-ways and unknown Re- 
gions, thinking to find a better Paradiſe, or to 


climb up to Heaven a nearer” Way: they con- 


temn or miſtake their Father's Precepts, and 
keep not the Law of their Mother. They think 
themſelves wiſer than the Aged, and holier than 
all other People. They much reſemble the 
Phariſees of old, whom our Lord rebuked for 
their Hypocriſy and Arrogancy, &c. Marth. 
xxili. They lead away filly Women, and the 
moſt ignorant Men and Children. They inſti- 
tute a new Kind of Devotion, and enter not in 
young Buzite very full of Words without 
Knowledge. ob xxxii. 18, &c. They ſay we 
muſt be born again, or we cannot receive the 
Holy Ghoſt: we muſt believe, and we ſhall 
receive. They alſo ſay we muſt be perfect as 
our heavenly Father is perfect, and we muſt 
give away all we have for Chriſt: we muſt take 
no Thought for the Morrow, &c. Matth, vi. 
&c. And many ſuch Precepts as theſe. they 
teach their ignorant Followers to underſtand in 
too narrow a Senſe, not knowing the Scrip- 
tures, and the Power of God. It is God that 
teacheth Man Knowledge, and Fob ſhall ſee 
the Face of his Power and Wiſdom and Good- 


ict 


by the Door of the Goſpel. They are like the 
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neſs. Job xxxvili. and xxxix. and xl. and xli.x 
This Doctrine of Regeneration and new Birth 
they ſhould preach to the Jews and Infidels, to 
whom it was ſpoken and doth concern. Fob 
iii. 7, &c. and 4. But God Almighty will do 
all this in his own good Time: for his Fan is 
in his Hand, &c. Luke iii. v. 16, 17. 1 Cor. iii. 
9, &c. See John xv. and xvi. There is a Path 
that no Fowl hath known, .&c: Job xxviii, 7, 
&c. Holy Father! ſanctify them with thy 
Truth: Thy Word is Truth, &c. Jam xvii. 
The Coat they wear is of one entire Piece 
without Seam, and indeed without Form or 
Faſhion. It looketh more like a Cloak than a

The Methodiſts pretending to build their Opinions 
upon the Writings of St. Paul, and the Articles of the 
Church of England, * ignorantly or wilfully do miſtake 
both. St. Paul ſhewing the Jeus that the Law was only 
a Shadow of that true Subſtance the Chriſtian Religion, 
maintaineth that only in Chriſt (the great and ultimate Sa- 
critice for Sin,) they could be juſtified, and not by the mere 
Works ot the Law. For theſe are the Works he ſpeaketh 
of, in Argument and Oppoſition to the Fetus: otherwiſe 
his Epiſtles abound with pious and intereſting Exhortations 
to bring forth the true Fruits of Faith, and that thoſe 
that believe in God be careful to excel in good Works, 
Tit. iii. 8. for God will give to every Man according to 
his Works. Nom. ii. 6. And St. James hath taken ſome 
Pains to ſhew, that as the Body without the Soul, ſo 
Faith without Works is dead. By this he intimateth that 
thoſe good Works which proceed from a lively Faith in 
Chriſt are no other than the Branches and Fruit that 
ſpring from it, or as it were the Limbs and Members that 
give it it's full Proportion and Stature, or in a Word, Faith

Again as to the Articles of the Church of England, we 
muſt conſider that ſeeing the Church of Rome placed the 
greateſt Merits in Works, inſomuch that they inculcated 
the Notion of Works of Supererogation ; theſe Works of 
theirs being chiefly Pilgrimages, and Things of the like 
Nature : our Reformers, in Oppoſition to theſe Errors, 
maintained in their Articles that they could only be juſti- 


fied by the Merits of Chriſt, and that all ſuch preſumptu- 


. ous, Works were ſinful and unprofitable. The Preſbyte- 
rians and Sectaries afterwards miſtaking theſe Articles, oc- 
caſioned the publiſhing of that moſt excellent Treatiſe, the 
whole Duty of Man, thought by Blake, the Inventor of 
the Key to the Revelations, to have been written by his 
Maſter Archbiſhop Sheldon, from his having ſeen ſome Ma- 
nuſcript Papers of it in the Archbiſhop's Study, as I think 
I have heard the Author of theſe Writings ſay: which 
Treatiſe doth not aboliſh, but doth rather recommend. the 
increaſing and Extenfion-of Faith, by bringing forth Fruits 
worthy of it, and being Chriſtians in Deed, and not in 
Name only. And this we ar: enabled to do through him 
whoſe Strength is ever made perfect in Weakneſs, whoſe: 
eternal Spirit is always. ready to help all thoſe who call 
upon him faithfully. 
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Goſpel, the ſeventh being the great Church.

Ja. ii. el iii. and Dominion is given unto it. 
Gen. i. 26. Pf, viii. Rev, xiv. and xix This 
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This Kingdom and Houſe of David theſe: 
Fools want to pull down and deſtroy, or at 
leaſt to ſet up a King over it whom the Lord 
and his People have not choſen; Woe to that, 
Man by whom the Offence cometh, &c. Luke 
xvii. 1. He that is leaſt among you ſhall be the 
oreateſt. Luke ix, 48. This Family of F ools 
and Rebels, as Laid above, want to pull down 
their own Houſe, and to bring an old rotten. 
Houſe over their Heads, and a Northern Army 
into their Land. They had better live at Eaſe, 
and ſerve God according to his Ordinances in 
their own Land; that is, in the pure Chriſtian 
Faith, as by Law eſtabliſhed in England, now 
their own Houſe, and defend and ſupport their 
own Houle, God's Houſe, called the Land of 
Iſrael, and Mount Sion, Kc. Exek. xxxvi. and 
not meddle with Strangers, a People of a cor- 
rupt and ſtrange Language, (Falſe Doctrine, 
&c.) called alſo Liars and Fools, &c. It is hard 
to kick againſt the Pricks. Sce P/. xci. and 
Xxxvii. and ix. England ſhall not long be a 
Slave: God hath loved her, &c. Rev: iii. v. 7125 
And he will avenge the Blood of his Servants, 
&c. Deut. xxxu. Iſai. x. 

But O alas! what mean theſe Words? He 
that eateth Bread with me hath lifted up his 
Heel againſt me, &c. Math, xxvi. 23. See P/. 
xli. 9, &c. and xxii. and cii. and lix. and Ixix. 
and xviii: Note, as Chriſt was betrayed, &c. ſo 
ſhall his Elect People be. 

Theſe Enemies of Chriſt are ſo well known 
at home and abroad, I need not give their

This Prince, or Morning Star, had many 
Succeſſors, ſome good, ſome bad: and after 


many Years this Church became very rich, and 
waxed fat, and forſook God that made him,

&c. They corrupted themſelves with Pride and 
Vanity, and iniquitous Merchandiſe, and thought 


themſelves Gods. Ezek, Xxvill. 2, &c. James 
v.

iv. and v. and x. 8, &c. and 13. and 14. Fob 
xx. Pf. lii, Hence they are called the Ungodly, 
Fools, Liars, Hypocrites, Tyrants, the Falſe 
Tongue, the wicked Man, the mighty Man, 
the cruel Man, the Behemoth, &c. And he 
that made him will make his Sword to ap- 
proach unto him. Fob xl. 14, &c. F, ix. and 
x. and xxxvii. They now begin to ſet up new 
Laws,' and new Forms of Government, and to 
defraud the Righteous, &c. Wiſd. i. and ĩi. and 
Hi. James iv. and v. HE,, ix; to fay in their 
Hearts, There is no God, &c. P/. xiv: 1. to 
their poor Brethren, where is now your God ? 
Deut. xxxii. v. 37. 39. Joel ii. 17. Eſ. xlii. 3. 
and 52, and 33. Now poor Lazarus lieth at 
the rich Man's Gate, full of Sores, &c. Luke 
xvi: 19, &c. and xvii.

From all what is ſpoken above, we may 
plainly obſerve the diſmal Ruin and final De- 
ſtruction of Papal Rome, (ſpiritually called So- 
dom and Egypt, and Edom and Babel, &c. as 
being a Member of Antichriſt; for they re- 
pented not, Rev. xi. 18, and in 20. and xvi. 
v. 10, 11.) and alſo the Victory of Jacob, and 
che Glory of Iſrael, here called the Sixth Fa- 
mily, and the Reformed Church of England, 
which God preſerve !

As to the other four Merchants mentioned

But do not miſtake me: I think the true 
Senſe of the Text is this. That at the Coming 
of Chriſt in his Kingdom, called the Day of 
Judgment, &c. Chriſtian Rome (called the 
third Part of Men, Rev. ix. 15) ſhall, as it 
were, in a Moment be deſtroyed for ever, as to 
her Power and Polity in the Church of Chriſt; 
for this is a temporal Judgment. And as to 
theſe Tares, &c. their Houſes ſhall be con- 
ſumed, or beaten down by the Waves, for they 
are not created of God: but they themſelves 
(being juſt Men) quitting all Pretenſions to 
their former Errors and Ignorances, and Con- 
federacies with the great Whore, Rev. xvii. 12, 
and embracing the true Faith and Doctrine of 
Chriſt, as by Law eſtabliſhed in England, ſhall 
be graciouſly received into God's Fold and holy 
Reſt, and give Glory to the God of Heaven, 
the God of Jacob, Rev, xi. 13. Eſ. xxiv. Jai. 
xl. 27, &c. as ſhall alſo the Fews, Turks and 
Infidels, For God Almighty will root out of 
his Kingdom all Things that oftend, and caſt 
them.into a Furnace of Fire,called a Lake of Fi ire, 
and the Second Death, &c. a living Death, 
Dan. vii.
